This share certificate is made out to Jeremiah 
Van Rensselaer, of the famous patroon family 
which owned the two counties around Albany on 
both sides of the Hudson. The certificate is also 
signed by Van Rensselaer in his capacity as 
President of the Society. 

Apparently, inspired by Hamilton’s report on 
manufactures as Secretary of the Treasury and by 
the fact that Hamilton himself for a while undertook 
the management of the Society for Useful 
Manufacturers in New Jersey, the businessmen in 
and around Albany got a charter for a 
manufacturing company. 

By inviting Van Rensselaer to assume the 
presidency of this company, the directors were 
more than merely taking note of his prominent 
position as a member of the great patroon family. 
He was more than that. He had been a member of 
the first US Congress in 1789-91, a member of the 
New York Assembly, a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Bank of Albany and its first 
President, (1798-1806) an important position for 
getting the Society badly needed credit. He was 
also Lieutenant Governor of NY from 1801-1804. 
He died in 1810. 

An extended notation on the back strongly 
suggests that this early attempt at promoting 
manufacturing in upstate New York was nota 
success.

The American Express Company began when a group 
of men in beaver hats and broad cloth coats gathered around 
a table at the Mansion House in Buffalo on March 18, 1850.

He began operating a small refinery with his 
partners, and he quickly became alerted to the 
growing investment possibilities in what was then a 
fairly new industry. 

In 1870, he organized the Standard Oil 
Company of Ohio and proceeded to achieve control 
over 90% of the oil refineries in the country. 
Rockefeller had little interest in discovering oil; he left 
that to the wildcatters and other speculators. He 
concentrated on the transportation, distribution and 
sale of petroleum products, building a fortune 
estimated at over a billion dollars. 

In an effort to bypass certain governmental 
pressures concerning the alleged monopolistic 
powers of Standard Oil Company, the Standard Oil 
Trust was conceived and controlled by nine trustees. 
As general statutes at the time limited ownership in 
other firms in other states, Rockefeller and Flagler 
devised a plan to take care of these legalities. 
Acquisitions and ventures were channeled through 
trustees whose affiliation and loyalty to Rockefeller 
and Standard Oil were not readily obvious. This new 
arrangement enabled Rockefeller to form alliances 
and set up new concerns in other states while 
retaining complete control of all the various interests. 
It brought new meaning to the word “Trust”, and made 
Rockefeller and Flagler the most powerful individuals 
in the industry and the richest men in the world.

The Origin of These Bonds 


In 1862, Alexander Vattemare, a French supporter of the 
Union, visited the United States making calls on Secretary 
of the Treasury Chase in Washington and Tracy Edson, 
President of American Bank Note, in New York. A student 
of American financial history and by all accounts a most 
charming and persuasive man, Vattemare induced Chase 
and Edson to give him samples of American bonds from 
both the Treasury and the American Bank Note Company 
archives. Many, if not most, of these certificates were the 
one of a kind file copies retained mostly for comparison 
purposes. Most of the bonds were no longer needed because 
the outstanding bonds had been redeemed. Hence the fact 
that Edson and Chase no longer looked upon them as 
something of value. Some of the bonds that Vattemare 
collected are offered here, and are a once in a lifetime 
opportunity for the collector of pre-Civil War United States 
bonds.

James Longstreet (1821-1904) graduated from 
West Point with Ulysses S. Grant and William T. Sherman, 
and saw service during the Mexican War. In June 1861 he 
was commissioned a brigadier general in the Confederate 
army. One of Lee’s chief lieutenants, he was an 
outstanding combat officer but was sometimes 
overcautious as a commander. He won distinction at the 
first Battle of Bull Run. He saw action in the Peninsular 
campaign, and fought well at Antietam and Fredericksburg. 
He was in command of the 1st Corp at Gettysburg. He was 
at Chickamauga, Knoxville and the Wilderness. He was 
with Lee at the surrender at Appomattox. 

After the War he became a Republican, even 
backing Ulysses S. Grant for president, which made him 
unpopular in the South. His loyalty to the Republicans was 
rewarded by several federal appointments, including that of 
minister to Turkey and later commissioner of the Pacific 
Railways. We recently sold a similar example in our 
November auction for $1,073, but the signature on that 
piece was cancelled.

It was 
run entirely as a State institution until its 
reorganization under the Acts of Assembly in 1852. 
The first meeting of stockholders of the new 
company was held in January 1852. The road 
connected with the Seaboard Railroad at Gaston and 
the North Carolina Railroad at Raleigh. A new bridge 
was constructed at Gaston in 1858, but was later 
destroyed in 1865 be retreating Confederate forces. 

At the stock holders meeting of July 1861 an 
act increasing the capital stock of the railroad was 
approved, the increase to be used to purchase 
slaves for the railroad. The railroad eventually 
became incorporated into the Seaboard system in 
1900. 

Lawrence O’Bryan Branch (1820-1862) was 
an Army officer and Congressman. When the 
Seminole War broke out, he volunteered, serving 
throughout as aide-de-camp to General Reid. His 
participation in politics began in 1852 when he was 
chosen as a presideniial elector on the Pierce ticket. 
In 1854 he was elected to the House of 
Representatives where he served until 1861. 
Wanting active service during the Civil War he joined 
as a colonel in the 33rd North Carolina regiment. On 
January 17, 1862 he was commissioned a brigadier 
general by President Davis and was placed in 
command of Confederate forces at New Bern. 
Operating against the forces of General Burnside he 
was forced to retreat. He was then ordered to join 
Stonewall Jackson. He took part in the battles of 
Hanover Court House, Seven Days battles around 
Richmond, Cedar Run, Second Manassas, Fairfax 
Court House, Ox Hill, Harper's Ferry and Antietam. 
At Antietam, while leading his brigade, he was shot 
in the head and killed on September 17, 1862.

At least six members of the Smillie Family were 
involved in engraving and painting. The patriarch of 
the family was James. He was born in Edinburgh in 
1807 and apprenticed as a young boy to a silversmith 
before emigrating to Canada. In 1830 he moved to 
New York and with G.W. Hatch formed Hatch and 
Smillie. During the 1840’s and 50’s, James worked for 
several of the well-known firms of engravers. His son, 
James D. Smillie, was an engraver and successful 
painter, while his nephew, George Frederick Cuming 
Smillie, known as Fred, was first an engraver with the 
American Bank Note Company and later moved to the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing as Chief Engraver. 
At the Bureau, Fred earned the princely salary of 
$6000. He left the Bureau in 1922 and returned to the 
American Bank Note Company. Fred was a prolific 
and highly regarded engraver. The majority of items in 
this archive belonged to Fred Smillie.

Because the Continental Congress was without 
revenues of its own and needed something solid upon which 
to base its credit instruments, the French lent the United 
States a large sum, redeemable by Ben Franklin, when 
presented for payment at Versailles. The minimum 
denomination of the bonds was $400, which, at six per cent 
interest payable semiannually, would result in this $12 
certificate. 

Certificates from Maryland were much rarer than 
indicated by Anderson when he published his book. 
However, a number of years ago, a small group of such 
certificates from 12 Dollars to a unique 300 Dollar item 
turned up in London. This group has long since been 
scattered to the winds and this is the first handied by us in 
our auctions.

Norton was born in what is now South Africa of 
Jewish parentage. Finding his prospect of economic 
advancement limited, he migrated to the United 
States and ultimately to California, where for a while 
he prospered. He accumulated a real estate empire 
worth $250,000 and was one of San Francisco’s 
better heeled citizens. 

Unfortunately, he lost all his money and became 
quasi-deranged. In 1861 he proclaimed himself to be 
the emperor of North America which the Californians 
thought was a hoot. His proclamations on all kinds of 
subjects were printed in the local papers. Dealers in 
clothing, including his plumed hat (a gift to him) 
proclaimed to the whole world (as if they were in 
London) that they were, by appointment, clothiers to 
the emperor. Since he insisted, in common with 
European royalty, upon wearing a uniform most of 
the time, there were but few occasions when he wore 
civilian garb. This went on until 1880, when he died 
and his funeral was attended by a large number of 
citizens. 

To meet his need for cash and to pay the 50 
cents per day for his modest accommodations, the 
“emperor” had printed 4% promissory notes payable 
in 1890. These he used to pay his rent and such 
other expenses as he incurred, the notes being taken 
for his meals on those occasions when someone did 
not take him to lunch. This note, issued in 1879, 
shortly before his demise, has number 3004 written 
on it, indicating that the number of notes emitted was 
rather modest. And it is reported that when a charity 
auction was being held,

MPC Collector Reprints 


The following lots are modern privately made reprints 
of U.S. Military Payment Certificates. Permission was 
obtained from the U.S. Government to make these reprints, 
including whole notes, sheets, specimen books, and color 
separation prints. The full story can be found in the May, 
2002 issue of the Bank Note Reporter. Sets (and some 
sheets) were sold to the public, but the following lots include 
the separations, specimen books, etc., and once these are 
sold they will not be available again except in the secondary 
collector market. 

The notes were made by Dr. Carlson Chambliss, a 
noted collector, author and specialist in the MPC area, and 
he advises that regardless of future demand no more will be 
printed, and there are no inventories being held back for 
investment or to satisfy future demand. Regardless of one’s 
feelings about reprints, the color fidelity on these notes is 
quite extraordinary, given their complexity, and the quality 
overall is excellent. Each of the fully printed notes bears the 
word COPY, to conform with laws regarding collector 
reprints. Many of these designs will never be within the 
reach of collectors of modest means, and this is a fine 
means of allowing as many as possible to be exposed to the 
beautiful designs on these notes. 

For those who have not had the opportunity to examine 
it, Dr. Chambliss’ book U.S. Paper Money Guide and 
Handbook thoroughly enjoyable and informative reference 
from both the historical and numismatic standpoints, and 
covers all areas of American paper money. 


Process Color Proofs 


Process color proofs in magenta, cyan (blue), yellow 
and black were prepared for all of the replicas. These 
resemble the progressive proofs that were printed for the 
real MPCs. According to authority Fred Schwan, only one full 
set of Series 661 progressive proofs and a couple of sets of 
Series 641 proofs are known to be in private hands.

The early Nationals offered below are largely of interest 
not for the rarity of the banks or towns, but instead illustrate 
many of the technical changes implemented in Treasury 
policy during the production of these notes. 

First Charter notes can be found with red or blue 
Treasury numbers, with or without prefix letters to the 
numbers, with our without gaps between the prefix letter and 
the number, and with our with out suffix letters or characters. 
The position and orientation of Charter Numbers in the 
second charter period varies, as does the position of the seal. 

Much of this is unknown to the casual collector, but 
makes fascinating reading. Thanks to the extraordinary 
research efforts of the late Doug Walcutt many of these 
varieties are documented in articles in the “Rag Picker,” and many 
of the notes offered here were used to illustrate his articles. 

We will mention here some of the nuances he explored, 
but this is not the proper forum to go into great detail, and 
some are far to complex to adequately explain here. Others 
we will leave for the viewer to discover. We highly 
recommend the reading of Doug’s articles in order to enjoy 
this field to it’s fullest. Through the good efforts of our colleague 
Bob Kvederas (a staunch supporter of Doug Walcutt), these 
articles may soon be reprinted and available to all.

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HOW TO GET THE BEST RESULTS WHEN BIDDING IN A MAIL BID SALE 





Bidding in mail bid auctions can sometimes be a real challenge, 
but mail bid auctions are real opportunities for collectors to 
acquire items that may be hard to obtain any other way. 
Experience has taught us ways to minimize frustrations, and 
maximize results, and we would like to share some of those 
ideas with you. Here are the questions we are asked most often 
and some of the suggestions we have made to bidders. We 
think they will save you time, money and help you win lots you 
might otherwise miss. 


@ “/ can’t come to your office to view lots, 
but | want to know more about a particular 
lot before | bid on it.” 


Lots are available at the times and places posted in the front of 
the catalogue. We often bring lots to conventions, and there is 
no better way to learn about numismatics or scripophily than to 
attend a convention, view auction lots, and talk to dealers and 
collectors. But if you can’t be there, here is how we can help you 
get a better idea of what you are bidding on: 


1) Call us, and we will be happy to have one of our experts 
describe any lot you ask about. 


2) We can arrange to copy most items and we will FAX or 
mail the copies to you at a nominal charge. 


3) If you have established credit with us we may be able to 
ship lots to you for direct viewing. 


Please realize that requests for phone assistance, for copies or 
for shipping lots directly to you must be arranged well in 
advance of the closing date of the sale. 


@ “/ have a limited budget and although 
there are many items | would like to bid 
on, | am afraid of exceeding my budget.” 


There is an easy way to solve this problem. It is called a “limit” 
bid sheet. Let's look at an example. Mr. Smith collects 
Confederate notes and he sees that there are over thirty lots he 
would like to buy. His budget is $1,000, but the estimates on the 
thirty lots he likes add up to well over $5,000. If he bids on all 
thirty he might win them all and exceed his budget. To be safe, 
he bids on only ten, and he wins only one lot for a $100. Mr. 
Smith is disappointed because he missed the chance to bid on 
all thirty lots. He could have bid safely on all thirty lots and 
increased his chances of improving his collection by 
submitting a “limit” bid sheet. Here is how it works. 


Mr. Jones has the same collecting interests as Mr. Smith. He 
has the same $1,000 budget. Mr. Jones bids on all thirty lots 
he is interested in. He writes at the bottom of his bid sheet 
“Please limit my total bids to $1,000.” Every time Mr. Jones 
wins a lot we keep track of his total spending. When the total 
reaches $1,000 we will stop applying his bids. We did what he 
would have done had he been at a live auction. We spent only 
what he budgeted for. 


i “/ see that there are two similar lots in 
the sale. | want only one of them, not 
both of them.” 


This problem can be solved with an “OR” bid. Let’s assume 
that Lot #101 and Lot #102 are identical. You wish to bid $200 
on either one, but you don’t want both. Write the following on 
your bid sheet and you can accomplish your goal: 


“#101 OR #102 at $200” 
If you win Lot #101 we will cancel your bid on #102. 


“What if there are three similar lots and I only want one?” 
“#101 OR #102 OR #103 at $200” will work perfectly. 


@ “When | don’t win a lot | often seem to 
lose it by just a few dollars. It almost 
looks as if someone knows what | am 
bidding and they bid a little more. 
What is going on?” 


Every auction house has its own way of closing a mail bid sale. 
Some houses will tell bidders exactly how much the highest bid 
is at any given moment right up until the end of the sale. We feel 
this is unfair, because anyone who is able to get through by 
phone near the end of the sale can top anyone else. If auctions 
are closed in this manner clients who are “friends of the house” 
have a distinct advantage and can top other bidders at the end. 
Those who bid early are at a disadvantage. To eliminate this 
problem we don’t give out information on what the highest 
bid is. We advise bidders to bid exactly as much as they are 
willing to spend on a lot, and where possible, if they win a lot we 
reduce their bids to an increment just above the next highest 
bidder (there are exceptions — please see the Terms of Sale). 


We think this method is fair to everyone involved, but it does 
result in bidders sometimes losing lots by $1, or $5 at times. If 
Mr. Jones bids $100 on an item and Mr. Smith bids $101, we 
have no choice but to award the lot to Mr. Smith for $101. 


i “/ bid $30 on a lot that was estimated at 
$100 and | didn’t get the lot. Later, when | 
got the Prices Realized the lot was reported 
as unsold. Why didn’t | get the lot?” 


The Terms of Sale state that bids less than 60% of the estimate 
will not be accepted. As auctioneers, we have a responsibility to 
the consignors as well as the bidders. Any bid that is considered 
to be less than the “...regular market value...” of the item may 
be rejected by the auction house. Keep this in mind when 
making bids below the estimates given.
